An Order to Show Cause was issued on July 5, 2006, in the above case 
because the U.S. patent which is the subject of the pending reissue expired on October 24, 
2005, for failure to pay the 3 1/2 year maintenance fee.

Applicant would request that the prosecution of this case be continued. The 
owner of the patent has filed the maintenance fee with the surcharge, and a petition to the 
Commissioner to accept the late payment because they unintentionally failed to pay this 
fee.
